O R D E R

On March 26, 2004, the Commission assessed a penalty of $500 against 

Louisville Gas and Electric Company for its failure to comply with KRS 278.020(3).  It 

further suspended the operation of that penalty for 3 years.  LG&E having not violated 

any provision of KRS 278.020 in the 3 years following the assessment of this penalty, 

the Commission finds that the penalty should be vacated.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the penalty of $500 assessed in the 

Commission’s Order of March 26, 2004 is vacated.
